A Reason To Wote 


Where will you be Monday? On election day in the USA, 
freedom’s home territory, where should yous be? 

It appears a needless question, but if you are a re- 
gistered voter in Andover there is little meore than a 50-50 
chance that your honest answer regarding plans for March 
1 will include any mention of a Stop at the polls between 
7 a.m. and 7 p.m. 

Last March 5,431 of the town’s 9,752 legal voters, just 
56 per cent of those eligible, cast ballots im the municipal 
election. This year, barring any shrinkage in the final 
official tabulation, the town has 10,651 cit& zens registered 
to participate in setting up the government for 1965. 

Nothing in this year’s campaign, not even the little 
zing provided by the discussion centermang around the 
Town Hall, is calculated to create the kind of ground 
swell it takes to get a major response a® the polls. At 
least it would not seem so. 

The two incumbent Selectmen have, for the most part, 
let the Warrant speak for them: it incorporates the Board’s 
thinking about what should be tackled in 1965. 

The lone challenger has concentrated his attack on the 
issue of a new town hall vs a reconstruct-agon of the old 
one (he advocates a three-month overha ul of present 
facilities); and the new manager’s budget layout which 
requires Town Meeting to vote all its dessires as debit 
items, reducing the tax burden with a Single transfer 
from cash surplus instead of through = labyrinth of 
separate free cash articles, 

There has been little or no public discuassion of one 
article that almost certainly will have a direct bearing on 
Andover’s future growth pattern’; the article which asks 
the town to appropriate $35,000 for the construction of 
2,500 feet of 16 inch water main on Dasceamb Rd. This 
could be the single most significant item in tlhe Warrant. 

The main would serve the site the Allied Chemical Co. 
has chosen for construction of a $1 milliom product dis- 
tribution center. How the town reacts to this one will tend 
to confirm or destroy the long-term impr<ssion that 
Andover courts industry, but really wants no part of it. 

The candidates have talked industrial <evelopment, 


(and presumably the incumbents are with the Board in its 
Support of this item), but it is unfortunate thhey have not 
focused more attention on their individual atti tudes toward 
this specific article, 

There are those who have questioned offew-ing industry 
any such inducement, despite the fact that ma my communi- 
ties provide richer incentives in the form of developed 
sites, buildings for lease etc. If the town’s me jority wants 
industrial growth, and we believe they do, they should 
want to be sure of electing Selectmen who se= the wisdom 
of offering the limited sort of bait proposed in Article 6, 

In essence, this question is infinitely more significant 
than any decision about the construction or renovation of 
a town house, It can mean the difference betwween having 
and sweating for the money to finance whate=ver sort of 
town hall the citizens decide they want — anc# the rest of 
what we have already been warned will be a costly future, 


A Forceful Moderator 


Don’t forget the moderator! 

Compared, for example, with the problem of <oming to a 
decision about just two of the six candida tes for the 
School Committee, the job of selecting from three candi- 
dates for the post of moderator is sure to be regarded by 
too many as an insignificant one, 

But it is not a decision that should be ta ken lightly. 
The moderator’s job of shepherding a Town Meeting 
through a Warrant is a responsible one that r@ quires the 
ability to decide upon procedures (none are prescribed by 
the charter) and the personality to impose them both 
adequately and fairly. 

If the moderator is weak, the debate can rum away from 
him. If he is dictatorial, he can exert undue influence. 
What we need is a forceful man who can strike a balance 
that will permit free discussion without boring mepetition. 

The moderator has still another function, one about 
which many are totally uninformed. He names the members 
of the Finance Committee, which requires comsiderable 
judgment, If the “‘Watchdogs’’ he appoints are too free- 
wheeling, they may neglect to bark at the a —>propriate 
time. If, on the other hand, they prove too cormservative,

Do We Measure Up? 

It has been apparent for some 
time to Andoverians trying to use 
the library at peak periods that 
the space, the books, the accom- 
Modations and service are all 
overtaxed, In the survey taken last 
‘May at Memorial Hall Library, 
library patrons who took the 
trouble to explain how they felt, 
said their use of the library was 
hindered by a variety of lacks and 
several sorts of overcrowding. 

Noise was a hindrance to both 
adults and students, This winter 
the noise level has been as low as 
it can be brought using the present 
facilities; by imposing rules of 
quiet on students; by suggesting 
to others who wish to greet each 
other or talk for a bit that they 
make use of the little audio-visual 
room (which has acoustic tile); 
by staff helping patrons and 
answering questions as quietly as 
possible and, where possible, out 
of the main reading room. 

There appears to be nothing 
more to be done in lowering the 
decibels with present space, den- 
sity of seating, and proximity of 
charging and reference procedures 
to those who want quiet for 
browsing, reading, or studying, The 
increased floor space of a new wing 
for the library would space out the 
different activities which are all 
legitimate functions of the library 
and the planning of the space sets 
aside a specific area for only quiet 
use which will be allotted to adults,
